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GIVE THEM MORE TIME. 


Today the question of granting a short 
‘extension of time to the Sewer Commis- 
sion comes before the City Counoll. 


‘a5 | Lhe request of the commission for a 


short extension of time is a very rea- 
sonable one, aud the Council should 


00 not hesitate to grant it. 


There is much labor attached to the 
task which the commission bas in 
hand. The reports of the sub-commit- 
tees have first to be carefully consid- 
ered and framed, after which similar. 
work has to be gone through with the 
general report. Besides this, a large 
amount of evidence has had to be 
heard and sifted, plans examined, and 
so forth. All this, even when extra 
diligence is displayed, consumes much 
time, and we therefore consider the 
request of the committee one which 

should meet with no opposition from 

fair-minded people. 

We have no reason to suppose that 
the Council will make any attempt to 
force matters through today, for the 
sake of a couple of weeks’ time. Such 

action would be worse than foolish. 

No good end could be gained 

thereby, but, on the contrary, the 
Council would arouses much bitterness 

of feeling on the part of citizens, 

and would give color of probability to 
the assertions which are made by all 
ill-natured people, that the Council 
does not really desire to see any other 
than the Ballona plan succeed, and is 
merely making a pretense of giving 
other propositions a fair show, in order 
to see them fail and then say: We 
told you so!”’ We are disposed to be- 
lieve that such is not the manner in 
which the question is regarded by a 
majority of the Council at present, 

whatever their views may previously 
have been. As one sign of this more 
reasonable attitude on their part we 
may refer to their calling for fresh 

bids to take the sewage, upon terms 
which do not bar out prudent men 

from coming forward. 

The very strong views expressed on 

this subject by Mr. Hellman, on his re- 
turn from Europe, should carry con- 

siderable weight. Mr. Hellman is a 


| close observer, and has a long head. 


He has investigated the question in 
Europe, and is strongly of opinion that 
it would be very foolish to attempt to 
dispose of the sewage in any other 
manner than by utilizing iton the 
soil. 

When the utilization of our sewage 
is spoken of, it must uot be taken for 
granted—asis frequently done—that 
the crude material is to be strewn 
broadcast upon the soil. This view of 
the case is extensively held, and has 


plans to advance. The sewage will be 
deodorized, so as to make it innocuous, 
and, beyond doubt, the best method of 
controlling the work would be to place 
itunderthe management of the city. 
There are several reasons for tbis. 
Firstly, we shall thus avoid the risk of 
nuisances, which might easily occur 
from time to time, were the work un- 
der the charge of persons whose only 
object isto make all the money pos- 
sible out of it, and, secondly—a not by 
any means unimportant consideration 
—the city would reap whatever profit 
there may be in the enterprise, which 
profit is likely to amount to quite a fig- 
ure, as the city increases in size. 

Let the Council grant the very rea- 
sonable, modest and proper request of 
the Sewer Committee for «a short ex- 
tension of time with a good grace, and 
thus prove false the reflections which 
bave been made upon their fairness of 
intention. Weshall then shortly be 
in a position to submit to the people a 
practical and economical scheme for a 
sewer system, which, without doubt, 
would be adopted by a very large ma- 
jority. 


AN INSANE EXHIBITION. 


The old Insane Commission—in us- 
ing the word old,“ we do not refer to 
the age of the commissioners, but to 
the date of their appointment, as con- 
tradistinguished from that of the sup- 
posititious pew commission—will meet 
once more in Los Angeles this mern- 
ing, for the purpose of adjourning and 
of Cattending to such other busi- 
ness as may come before it. 

To the ordinary sane North Ameri- 
can citizen it would seem thatthe first 
business of the commissioners would 
be to ascertain whether they are com- 
missioners, or whether, like Othello’s, 
their occupation’s gone. In other 
words, they want their status defined— 
their status quo, so to speak; also their 
ententc—more or less cordiale—with the 
“strictly business“ Guv’nor. The pres- 
ent position of the old—or earlier ap- 
pointed—Insane Commissioners is not 
enviable. They might fervently join 
in the policemen’s chorus of the Pirates 
of Penzance, and sing: 


“Oh! take one ccnsideration with another, 
A commiléioner’s lot is not a happy one!" 


That rhyme on an ancient grave- 
stone may also occur to them as very 
pertinent at this moment: 


“If so early wo are done for, 
N bat on earth were we begun for?” 


The commissioners—those that were, 
and are, and possibly will yet be—have 
surprised the public considerably, and 
themselves even more, by choosing a 
brand new site. Now, for goodness 
gracious sake, let them stick to it! Let 
them make it their ultimatum, if the 
price is fair. If it isn't fair, why 
then they had no right to recom- 
mend it, and ought to go out 
of business. Sapposing that the price 
is fair—although we are free to con- 
fess that this requires a considerable 
stretch of the imagination on our part 
—let them throw the onus, and any- 
thing else they have to spare, on the 
Governor, and take a firm stand on as 
much of their dignity as they may 


have left. 
As to Mr. Hot-Waterman—the man 


of “strict business“ principles 
—his position seems to be even 
more peculiarly peculiar than 
that of his first-born board of 
commissioners. He bas apointed 
a new board—one of whom is a mem- 
ber of, and continues to act with, the 
old board—yet, if Dame Rumor doés 
not lie most shamefully, he has been 
dallying amorously with bis old love, 
and even intimating to them that if 
they repent even at the thirteenth hour. 
their name might not yet be Dennis. 


Should the candidate for reélection on

been fostered by those who have other 


a “strictly business” platform actually 
again recognize this commission, be- 
cause they choose a site near his land, 
after he has publicly charged them 
with dishonorable conduct, and ap- 
pointed a new board, his course would 
certainly cap the climax of this most 
extarordinary and unprecedented ex- 
hibition of official bargaining and job- 
bery. 

Meantime, the old commission is 
not only divided against the new 
commission—a portion of which is a 
portion of itself—and against the Gov- 
ernor, but it is also divided into two 
camps upon the site question, and 
awful disclosures, libel suits, and all 
sorts of other nasty things are freely 
threatened. 
To paraphase—and slightly alter—a 
quotation which was applied to the 
immortal bard of Avon, we may say, 
in reference to this Insane Commission 
business: “Take it for allin all; we 
rust we ne’er may look upon its like 
again.”’ 


THE SECRETARY OF AGRICUL- 
TURE’S REPORT. 


In another column will be found a 
very complete synopsis of the report of 
the Secretary of Agriculture. Mr. 
Rusk has certain plans for the reor- 
ganization of this department, which 
he urges strongly. He insists that the 
“sum asked for in his estimates must 
not be measured by what is past, but 
by what a great agricultural country 
should do toward sustaining, protect- 
ing and promoting a calling which lies 
at the foundation of its prosperity and 
power.”’ 

Some interesting comparisons are 
indulged in by Mr. Rusk, who shows 
that Great Britain appropriates for 
agriculture $1,500,000; Germany, $2,- 
850.000; Brazil, $20,000,000 (for agri- 
culture and mines), and Austria more 
than $4,000,000, while all that is asked 
for this country is $1,359,000. 

It is stated in the report that many 
localities in. the United States, espe- 
cially in the North and on the Pacific 
Coast, are known to be specially suit- 
able to the production of sugar-beets 
rich in saccharine matter, and that the 
interest in this subject aroused by suc- 
cessful experiments in Cal'fornia will 
be met by the publication during the 
coming winter of a full report on the 
beet-sugar industry in the United 
States. Another question touched 
upon, which interests us specially on 
this coast, is the problem of increasing 
the forage yield on 300,000,000 acres of 
arid region outside of possible irriga- 
tion, by promoting the productiveness 
of grasses now growing there. . 
Mr. Rusk seems to be the right man 
in the right place. He has certainly 
shown much judicious activity since 
he has been in office.

The annual report of the See- 
retary of Agriculture deals at length with 
certain plans for a thorough reorganization 
of the department, and ts several 
new features in the interest of the develop- 
ment of agriculture, The calls at- 
teution to the fact that the first efforts 
toward reorganization were hampered be- 
cause of the fact that the appropriations for 
the current fiscal year werd mude entirely 
upon the basis of the old organization, no 
account being taken ot the entire change in 
the status of the department, The Secre- 
tary anticipates a portion of his plan of re- 
organization in his estimates for the forth- 
coming fiscal year, which. are $1,359,000.

The pr blem of getting the resu ts of the 
work done by the department more prompt- 
ly before the people has been solved by the 
establishment of a new.division which fur- 
nishes promptly to the agrieuutural aud com- 
mercial press a synopsis of the main points. 
of every bu letin and report publisued. The 
division of statistics is dwelt — 
at some length.

THE SUGAR INDUSTRY. | 
The condition of the sugar industry is 


ing disappointing. Special attention is to 


be given to the development of Varieties. of 
er containing a higher proportion of 
available sugar. Important progress has 


already been mde in this direction. Many 
localities in the United States, especially in 

tu be specially the pro- 
duction of sugar beets, rich in sacch-rine 
matter. The interest in this subgeet aroused 
by successful experiments in “California 
will be met by the publication during the 
coming winter of a full report on the beet- 
sugar industry in the United States 

Tue botanical department is to be spe- 
cially occupied in an effort to. solve the 
prvbiem of increasing the forage yield on 
300,000,000 acres of arid region. outside of 
possible irrigation, by promoting the pro- 
ductiveness of grasses now rowing 
thereon, 

In regard to textile fibers the question 
now occupying the attention of the depart- 
ment is the utilization of fl. X jute, ramie 
and other fibers. 

The report urges the duty of the Govern- 
ment to assume a more definite protection 
of such forest areas as are stil] owned by it, 
and occupy a p sition of importance in the 
regulation of the water flow. and other cli- 
matic conditions, and emphasizes the im- 
portance of the relations Which the forests 
bear to the problem of irrigation of arid 
lands and of their immense annual product. 

A special investigation was ordered a few 
months ago through the pomological di- 
vision to secure informa regarding 
fruits growing naturally in unsettled vor- 
tions of the country, and to collect speci- 
mens of them as an aid to determining the 
most suitable variety of our cultivated kinds 
for propagation in that vast region. 

FARMERS’ ORGANIZATIONS. 

The subject of agricultural organizations 
is dwelt upon earnestly, their astonishing 
growth during the past few years being 
cited as strong evidence of the growth ofa 
spirit of self-help among the farmers. 
Farmers’ institutes are referred to partic- 
ularly as one of the greatest movements in 
the history of agriculture, and the 
strongest lever for raising and upholding 
the work of superior agricultural education 
represented by our system of agricuitural 
colleges and exper ment stations. The 
Secretary recommends, without going into 
details, that the department should be em- 
powered to afford aid and encouragement 
te this work. 

In regard to the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry, pieuro-pneumonia is first noticed, 
the situation being regarded as most en- 
couraging. The disease is now effectually 
under control, and is restricted to Kings 
and Queens counties, in New York State, 
to New Jersey and a limited section in each 
of the States of Pennsylvania and Mary- 
land. A careful review Of the. field, to- 
gether with the arrangements for super- 
vision of the limited distriets still infected, 
justify, in the Secretary’s opinion, the most 
sanguine hopes in regard to the eradication 
of the diseases, 

Texas fever is generally spread through 
the channels of interstate commerce, and 
therefore can only be effectually controlled 
by the Feder Government; heace the ne- 
cvssity of legislation which shall be ample 
and clearly defined. The language used by 
Secretary Rusk in regard to a national meat 
inspection law is pointed and vigorous. The 
necessity for inspection at time of 
slaughter, he says, is first to enable the au- 
thorities to promptly locate any cattle- 
disease centers; and secondly, to avoid the 
anomaly of leaving the inspection of our 
own me t products to offielals of other coun- 
tries, thus giving f reign governments some 
show of reason for the claim that they have 
a better opportunity for learning of disease 
among cattle than is enjoyed by our own 
Government. Authority aud means are 
also desired to enable the department to 
exercise close supervision of the economic 
side of the cattie markets, the character- 
istics of stock communding the highest 
prices; variations as to age, weight and 
quallsy. and all facts bearing upon the eat- 
tie industry, which will enable the bureau 
to supply to farmers such information as it 
is impossible for them to obtain for them- 


selves. 
THE SHREP INDUSTRY. 
Sheep and wool receive special considera- 
tion in the report. The growth of the mut- 


ton interest is referred to as one to be 
greatly encouraged, As to wool-crowing,

COMMISSIONERS 
STILL AT SEA. 
— — 

They fay Some Hard Things About 
the Governor—Taik About Libe! 
Suits—Some of the Sites— Thing 

More Muddied Each Day— The 
Meeting Today.

The members of the Insane Commis- 
sion respected Sunday in Los Augeles 
and did not adjourn. Two of them, 
however, went to San Bernardino, 
ostensibly on business, presumably on 
insane busin Mr. Brown and Mr. 
Severance. o balance of the mem- 
bers. wanted to go home, but as there 
is & prospect of a meeting—and an 
adjournment —today, they could not 
leave the City of the Angels. It was 
pretty hard on the minority, Mr. Grant 
ot Ventura and Mr. Fisher of Santa 
Barbara, but they were victims immo- 
lated upon the altar of their confreres’ 
eccentricities. No further news was 
received irom the Governor yesterday, 
although it was learned that Mr. Ser- 
erance, member of the old and member 
of the alleged new commission, had re- 
ceiyed a second private dispatch from 
His Excellency. ‘ 

Apropos of the history of the com- 
mission, a Tus repor.er yesterday 
heard that the cummissioners, in the 
incepticn of their arduous and thank- 
ess task, went over Guv. Waterman’s 
own domain in San Bernardino county 
—not adjvining territory, but his own 
land—with a view io a possible and not 
improbabie selection thereupon. 

nere was a silent member of the 
commission, however, not an actual 
member, but one whose opinion carried 
great weight, Dr. Wilkins, the superin- 
tendent of the Insane Asylum at Napa. 
He was sugyested to tue board by the 
Governor himself, but his judgment 
forced him into a different part of the 
county from a close proximity t Gov. 
Waterman’s hot water. After the 
examination of a number of sites 
he deliberately gave the Governor’s 
possessions an proximitiys the 
go by and selected the Cooley tract, 
south of the line, as the site par excel- 
lence in San Bernardiuo county. The 
commissioners could not but pay much 
attention to the dictum of the expert 
furnished by the Governor himself. 
Dr. Wukins traveled in Europe for 
three years and inspected the hospitals 
and asylums there. Heis regarded as 
a most excellently equipped man on the 
subject of insane asylums and all that 
pertain to them. His opinion was 
adopted by the board, but an intan- 
gible, yet potent, force interposeda 
veto by the executive. Then began the 
merry dance wh'ch the members have 
since led. 

There is no mannerof doubt that 
there is an unwritten history in the 
movements and influences wnich have 
been used on the commission. which 
will not reflect credit on those who 
used them when they are made public. 
Even the members who have been 
whipped into line by Gov. Waterman 


are not kindly disposed toward him. 


In fact, some of them do not hesitate 
to say that he is the epitome of many 
things not agreeable to mention to ears 
polite. 

The Cooley tract first selected, and 
vetoed by the Governor on the ground 
that it was too low, is a beautitul area 
of land aud supplied withan abundance 
of water. It has alfalfa, orchards 
and vineyards on it, and is located be- 
tween the Southern Pacific and Santa 
Fe rallroads, easily accessible. - “ 
price asked for it was $126,000, and 
there were several donations which 
made it much cheaper, in point of 
money value, to the site -elected Satur- 
day. There were also other sites in 
San Bernardino and Ventura counties 
which had their peculiar ex 2eliencies. 
The members were loath togive up their 
opinions to the Governor for a tract 
which does not possess the qualifica- 
tions of those passed upon by Dr. 
Wilkins and others; but they feel that 
they bave no option in the matter, at 
least three of them have so decided. 

The Governor having publicly 
branded the commission with being 
corrupt, it is a matter of interest as to 
‘the feelings of the members in regard 
to the matter. From various conver- 
sations it is understood that they are 
not wiiliag to rest under the imputa- 
tions given to the public by the Gov- 
ernor, aud there is talk of libel suits 
to be brought in zhe near future. 

The commissioners will meet this 
morning at 10:30 o’clock, when they 
hope to be finally relieved from further 
deliberations by defiuite advices from 
the Governor. In case he approves the 
site selected by three of the commis- 
sioners they will be at the end of their 
labors; in case no definite information 
is received from him they will probably 
adjourn. 


FIRE THIS MoRNING. 
A Brisk Blaze on First Street —Loss 


At 1 o’clock this morning fire broke 
out in a frame building at No. 587 East 
First street, a por tion of which is oc- 
cupied as a laundry by Sam Wo. Of- 
ficer Martin turned in an alarm from 
box 62, to which engines Nos. 3, 6 and 
7, the Park Hose, and the hook and 
ladder company responded. Although 
on band very promptly, the fire was 
burning briskly in the rear portion of

An adjoining building occupied as a 
saloon and lodging-house by Thorpe 
Bros. was well scorched, but the weil- 
directed efforts of the firemen paved it 
from catching.

Ginger Cookies. One cup of molasses, 

N one cup of sugar, one cup of butter, 

one teaspoonful salt, two dessertspoon- 

; | fuls gingef, one teaspoonful soda, one- 

half cup warm water poured on soda, 

then put in molasses, and stir well be- 
fore putting in the other ingredients. 

Oyster Fritters. Make a batter of one 
cup flour, half teaspoontul baking 
powder, pinch salt, two eggs, one cup 
milk; dip each oyster in this batter 
aud iry in hot lard as for doughnuts. 

Drawn Butter.~Haif a teacupful of 

butter, two tablespvonfuls of flour; rub 
. ali tegether and pour into a pint of 
. 5 boiling water; add salt. Serve with 
boiled meats. 

Strawberry Ice. — Take two quarts of 

strawberries, put them into a muslin 

bag, dip in hot water and squeeze out 
the juice until nothing but the pulp 
remains. To every | ul of juice add 
three tablespoonfuls of sugar and the 
same amount of cold water, putina 
freezer, pack in ice well salted and cov- 
ered with bran, and freeze. Serve in 
tiny glasses or deep saucers. 

Scrambled Eggs.—Break six eggs into 
a bow) and season with salt and pep- 
per. Pour into a heated skillet con- 
taining one tablespoonful melted but- 
ter, and as the eggs cook, turn them 
up constantly from the bottom. Serve 
when slightly dried. The eggs shouid 
never be stirred, only the yolks broken, 
as they will present a better appear- 
ance than when beaten. 

Cream Cake.—Half-cup butter, two 
cups sugar, three eggs beaten in one 
cup sweet milk, three cups flour, three 
teaspoonfuls baking powder. Cream 
for filling: One pint milk, let come toa 
boil; add haif-cup flour, one cup sugar, 
two eggs; boil a few minutes; flavor 
with lemon or vanilla and a lump of 
butter. ‘This makes six layers. 

French Rolls.—Of light bread dough, 
take as much as wiil make one loaf. 
Work into this one egg, one heaping 
tablespoonful of lard, two of white 
sugur. Set in a warm place to rise. 
When light, work down. Knead again; 
when very light and puffy, roll out. 
Cut with biscuit cutter. When raised, 
bake 20 minutes in a quick oven. 

Buttermilk Muffins.—Beat hard two 
eggs into a quart of buttermilk, stir in 
flour to make a thick batter, about a 
quart, and lastly a teaspoonful of salt 
and the same of soda. Bake in a hot 
ovenin well-greased tins. Muffins of 
all kinds shou'd only be cut just round 
the edge, then pulled open with the 
fingers.

Tue text was irom the fourth verse 
of the 23rd chapter of Ezekiel. Be- 
hold, all souls are mi ne.“ 
In substance he said: In the church 
calendar Ali Souls’ day has been gen- 
eraily observed, but it is left for the 
Universalist Church to emphusize All 
Souls’ day in a special manner and 
make itaday in ail its churches as 
one of mighty meaning. All Souls’ 
day is peculiarly fitted to the genius of 
our faith—the faith that is inclusive of 
ali souls and leaves none out. If it 
keeps any day in the year’s calendar, 
it should keep the day that marks such 
a broad faith. Iudspendence day 
rightly becomes a nation’s holiday, 
and is peculiar to this Goverüment, be- 
cause it was founded ou the indepeud- 
ence of the people. So we as liberals 
can keep All Souls’ day with peculiar 
significance, because we believe every 
soul belongs to God so truly that not 
one can be finally lost. Do you say 
vou do not believe in church days? 
hey have no meaning to you, 
say 1 where they simply fill up the 
church calendar, and become so com- 
mon and numerous that they lose 
their meaning.“

“They ail have a_ meaning to 
those who keep them. But on a great
